AN 

ORDINANUE 

to provide for exompLing from taxes on income a portion of the salaries of cer- 
tain persons loho have lu Hk public 'mtervst volunterred to forego it. 

Whereas tfie .UiuisteTs oi (lie Dniumiou of India, tbe President, Speaker 
and Deputy Speaker o£ the Doimnion l.egislubure, . fudges ot the Federal Court, 
the Auditor-Oeneitil oi Inlia, OuvciiHns ot Ih'ovineey and Judges of High 
Courts, whose salaries arc fixed by law, have in the public interest volunteered 
to forego a portion of their respective salaries ; 

And whereas an emeigeiiey has aiiheu wlucb iinikey it necessary to pro- 
vide tor exempting fioni taxes on ineoiiio that part of the salaries so-given up 
liy them; 

Now, TUEREFOHr. in exereist ol the '■}io,wers (‘onteired by section 42 of the 
Government ot liidlii Acj, 19.’!,') (20 Gto .1, c. 2), the Governor-Genera] is 
pleased to mako and promulgate 'the following Orduumoc . - 

1. Short tiUe and commencement.— (/) J'hs Otdintince may be called the 
Voluntary Surrender of Salaiies (Eveinplion tiom 'I'nxation) Ordinance, 1949, 

t^) Tt shall come into torce at once. 

2. Exemption from taxes on income in respect of salaries surrendered by 
certain persons. —(1 1 botwil branding anything contained iu the Indian Income- 
tax Act, 1922 (XJ of 1922], or in any otlier law for the time being in force 
relating to taxation on luioine, no income-tax or snpet-tax shall be payable by 
any person specified in sub seelion (2) ot Ibis sediori in respect ot that part of 
the salary due to him iindei law foi any period after the 31 st day of October, 
1949. which that jicrsoii has h) declaraiion in writing volunteered to forego 
in the public interest, and that pait of the sahity shall not be included in his 
total income for ihc jinipns(.s of auv law relating to taxation on income, 
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(S) The persons referred to in eub-section (J) of this se&tion are— 

(ffl) tile Ministers, Ministers of State and Deputy Ministers of the 
Dominion of India; 

(b) the President, Speaker and Deputy Sjjeakev of the l)c)mitiioii 
Legislature ; 

(c) the Judges oJ' the l^'ederal Court of India; 

(d) the Auditor-General of India; 

(o') the Governors of the Provinces of India; and 

(/) the Judges of the High Courts in Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, 
Allahabad, Patna and Nagpin', and of the High Courts of Past Punjab, 
Assam and Orissa.
